The above listing of 
the claims supersedes any previous listing. Favorable reexamination and reconsideration are 
respectfully requested in view of the preceding amendments and the following remarks. 

Specification 

In connection with the arrangement of the specification, attention is called to the preliminary 
amendment filed on October 6, 2004, wherein the appropriate sub-headings were added. 
Reconsideration of this objection is respectfully requested. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-7 and 9-21 remain pending in the application. Claim 19 has been amended to 
obviate an inadvertent misspelling. This overcomes the rejection of this claim under 35 USC § 
112 second paragraph. Support for the term "brazing" is found in the originally filed 
specification. See paragraph [0040] of Patent publication No. 200501 18920. 

Priority Perfection 

In this response a certified literal translation of the priority document is submitted. This 
perfects the claim to a priority of April 12, 2002. Inasmuch as this is earlier than the filing date 
of the primary reference to Ding (September 30, 2002) the Ding reference is removed from 
application against the claimed subject matter in that it is no longer applicable under 35 USC § 
102(e).

It is respectfully submitted that the claims as they currently stand are allowable over the art 
which has been applied in this Office Action. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of this 
application are courteously solicited.
